Summing up the opposition to 
the proposed legislation, “We he- 
lieve that the answer to the prap- 
lems that the law would seek to 
correct is not in additional léyis- 
lation. We cannot legislate sanc- 
tity into any one day of the week 
and neither can we increase res- 
pect for religion by compelling 
people to rest on a specified day.
